For proof of the need of a strong, alert, 
and contented police force in Ireland, we 
need not go outside the City and County 
of Dublin. Mr, Justice Pim’s catalogue of 
crime at Green street yesterday was the 
longest and gravest that has been recorded 
for many years. Since the last Commis- 
sion nine raids for arms have occurred in 
the County. In the City two policemen 
have been murdered. Offences against the’ 
person have increased from 78 to 167, and 
violent offences against property have heen 
nearly doubled, Most sinister fact of all, the 
proportion of persons who have been made 
amenable for these offences is far below 
the average.

American Universities, 


Several of the most important of the 
American Universities are in the same 
plight as our own seats of learning. They 
are in dire straits for money. While their 
incomes have remained stgtionary, their 
expenses have increased enormously during 
the past four years. Harvard and .Prince- 
ton have resolved to rely upon the loyalty 
and generosity of their graduates, and have 
instituted “drives"’ for funds. Harvard. 
alone requires £2,200,000. Committees of 
Harvard graduates have been formed in all 
parts of the world, and, although the cam- 
paign has only been in progress a short 
time, it has yielded very satisfactory re- 
sults. 
£250,000 was subscribed: The money is 
needed chiefly for the raising of salaries. 
The University authorities propose to set 
aside half the amount which they receive 
for this purpose, and aim at giving every 
member of the staff at least 25 per cent. 
more than in pre-war days, At present 
they are wretchedly underpaid, and pro- 
bably suffer greater hardship than any 
other class of American citizens.

: LOSS OF LIVES AND OF 
"MACHINES, 
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AN INDEPENDENT INQUIRY. | 


STATEMENT BY GENERAL 

SEELY. 

Ip the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks asked the Under. 
Secretary for Air whether his atténtion had 
been called to the statements recently made by 
Colonel G. L. P. Henderson: ds to the serious 
number of deaths of pilots on the new air route 
to Egypt. i 

General Seely—I cannot go into detzil within 
the limits of a ‘Parliamentary answer, but I 
shall be glad to make a full statement on the 
first possible occasion. ' The broad facts are 
these : In the spring and ecrly summer the War 
Office communicated to us the trgent demand 
of Egypt for aircraft of large size and endur- 
ance in order to cope with the situation, which 
was described as critical. At the end of March 
the request wes for as many Handley-Page 
machines as could possibly be spared, and et 
the end of April they telegraphed urgently ‘for 
additional squadrons. In view of the fact that 
no Handley-Page muchine had ever been packcd 
and sent by sea, it was decided that the 
mac must be sent by air to meet the 
critical sunengeney although considerable risks 
were mecessarily invelved. At the end of April 
the first squadron was ordered to proceed, and 
special measures were taken to assist the move- 
ment of this squadron. An officer with a special 
and: practical knowledge of the route was sent 
out to arrange for facilities, such as landing 
eo. spares, petrol, etc. Flying-boat escorts, 

on Teranto at first, then on Alexandria, 
were also arranged. The squadron left on May 
3rd. On account of the accidents which occurred 
an officer was then stationed at each aerodrome 
on the route, whose primary duty it was to 
assiet mechines in getting through. ‘?reat diff- 
culty, however, wes experienced by these officers 
in getting messages by telephone or telegraph in 
time for action to be taken, and also in getting 
the necessary spares to the points required, 
owing to the difficulties of transport. Train 
communication was equelly ineffective. A further 
difficulty was that, owing to rapid demobilisa- 
tion, it was impossible to get the best qualified 
personnel within the time available. It was 
further arranged that replacement for the three 
squadrons who had come to Egypt should be 
went by air by the staging method. Two pilots 
and a few mechanics were stationed at each 
staging aerodrome. At the present moment 
fifty-one Handley-Page machines have left for 
Egypt. Of these, twenty-six have arrived, ten 
are on later stages of the route, and fifteen have 
been written off. A month ago the Chief of the 
Air Staff requested that a special committce of 
inquiry should be instituted, composed of officers 
outside his own department, and that inquiry is 
now proceeding. I should like to emphasise the 
fegt that the making of this route had nothing 
whatever to do with civil aviation, the whole 
being organised by the Service side, One 
machine crashed badly, and four lives were 
lost. Three other bad accidents occurred, in- 
yolving.fqur fatal and four non-fatal injuries. 
This loss of life is greatly to be deplored, but 
it must be borne in mind that the situation 
wee critical, and that prompt action was 
essential, [| am adwised that the sending of 
these machines by sea would have meant that 
they could not have been ready for action 
until many months after they were required. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks asked whether, in 
view of the very large loss of life, and the 
cost, involved, ‘the right hon. gentleman would 
consider the desirability of having a more in- 
dependent. inquiry than that of officers of the 
Air Service. 

General Seely This inquiry is as independent. 
as it could be. ‘The Chief of the Ai Staff 
realised dhat it was important to have as 
independent an inquiry as possible, a month 
ago, owing to the great mumber of accidents 
involved in transrorting these machines over 
practically’ untried routes, As to the-.officers 
who are investigating it, | think they must 
be officers, because practically everybody who 
understands the air has been in the Air Ser- 
vice during the war, but these officers are out- 
side the department, and quite independent of 
the department. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks—Who are they? 

General Secly-—l know some of them, and if 
the hon. gentleman puts down a question I 
will give him full details. I can answer him, 
and the Hoúse, that the fullest inquiry will 
be made, and if it is found that 4 mistake has 
been made by anybody concerned, from myself 
downwards, I need hardly say that appropriate 
action will be taken. á 

An Hon. Member—How many

General Seely —The iotal casualiies are as I 
have given them.

RUSSO-GERMANS IN LITHUANIA, 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to the 
latest telegrams received by the Lithuanian 
Delegates in London, the Russo-German forces 
in Lithuania fighting the Bolsheviks are de- 
vyasteting the Lithuanian country, burning vil- 
lages, and plundering the property of the 
people. They are thus annihilating all traces 
of sympathy among the Lithuanian population 
for the Russian cause. The Lithuanians are 
greatly agiteted. Everybody who can do so is 
taking up arms, and bands of armed villagers 
resist the Russo-Germen outrages as well as 
they can. At Kurasany, Joniszkelis, and 
Seduva the armed local populations succeeded 
in disarming and expelling Russo-German bands 
who had captured booty in the form of arms, 
ammunition, and horses. The Lithuanian Go- 
verhment concentrated all available forces in 
the vicinity of Seduva and Panevezis against 
the Russo-German forces, and demanded that 
they should leave Lithuania as soon as possible.

Lieutenant-Colonel | Sherwood | Kelly, V.C., 
C.M.G., D.8.0., appeared before a General 
Courtmartial at the Middlesex Guildhall yester- 
day to answer charges of contravening Army 
Regulations by writing three letters to the 
Press 


It will be remembered that the letters which 
form the subject of the case against the officer 


were written on his return from. Russia, and | 


caused a good deal of sensation at the time, 
The Court was composed of officers of the 
Household Brigade, all holding rank not less 
than that of Colonel Kelly. In this connection 
it was noticed that the officer was charged in 
his substantive rank of major. The President 
of the Courtmertial was Brigadier-General G. 
Steele. i 

Captain G. Eastwood prosecuted, end Mr. 
Sutherland Graeme was Judge Advocate. 

Colonel Kelly was wearing three rows of 
medal ribbons and five wound stripes. He was 
charged by the President with writing letters to 
the London Daily Express for publication, com- 
municating military information, and containing 
his views on a military subject, on September 
Sth, September 12th, and October 6th. 

Colonel Kelly pleaded guilty to the three 
charges. ; 

Captain Eastwood, in opening the prosecution, 
said that the. charges consisted of an infraction 
of King’s Regulation 453, whereby an officer or 
soldier is forbidden to publish or communicate 
to the Press any military information or his 
views on military subjects without special 
authority. On September llth the War Office 
wrote to the accused asking for an explanation 
of the first offence. He replied that his reason 
was contained in the letter already published. 

The President asked for the letters published 
in the Daily Express to be read out. : 

Captain Eastwood read each of them, which 
dealt with affairs in North, Russia. 

No evidence was called for the prosecution. 

STATEMENT BY THE ACCUSED. 

Colonel Kelly then proceeded to make a state- 
ment, which he read from documents: He pre- 
faced his statement by an expression of regret 
that he had to bring the names of others into 
the case, but in mitigation of sentence he waé 
compelled to do it, because an unfavourable and 
incotrect report on himself from General Iron- 
side to General Lord Rawlinson had been for- 
warded to the War Office. He referred to doou- 
ments in his possession which, he said, would 
prove the inaccuracy of General lronside’s state- 
ment. He read a letter which he wrote to Lord 
Rawlinson. He said that General Ironside ac- 
cused him of gross insubordination to General 
Grogan. It was true that General Grogan re- 
sented the manner in which he had once spoken 
to him over the telephone, but he expressed re- 
gret, and he believed thet General: Grogan was 
gatisfied with his explanation of the incident. 
In his. letter to General Rawlinson, Colonel 
Kelly. referring to an attack in North Russia, 
said that owing to the faulty system of com- 
munication and his complete ignorance of what 
wes happening in his rear, he was reluctantly 
compelled to withdraw from the high ground 
which he occupied. General Ironside told him 
that British prestige had greatly suffered, and 
he (Colonel Kelly) assured the General that he 
would do everything he could to reinstate British 
prestige. General Ironside replied: ‘ All right, 
old chap. I assure you I shall forget the whole 
show, and start afresh, sa if nothing had hap- 
pened.” 

In conclusion, Coléne!l Kelly said:—I have 
pleaded guilty ‘to what I contend is a purely 
technical offence. We were told that this was 
a defensive measure, and that we were being 
sent up to rescue the lives of our comrades, 
whose position was hopeless. I went deter- 
mined to do my best. Ninety per cent. of my 
battalion consisted of officers and men who had 
served their King aud country throughout the 
great war, and Í felt that they had the right 
to live. and that their lives were too valuable 
to sacrifice, besides the money that was being 
squandered, and that the politicians responsible 
for the waste of these British lives in the 
Ruasian scandal should be brought to trial. 

I have carried out my duty-to the best of my 
skill and ability. Loyalty to the Throne is 
with me a paramount ideal. I have sacrificed 
everything to carry these ideals into action. I 
have nothing left but a soldier's honour, so I 
plead with you to believe that the action I took 
was to protect my men’s lives against needless 
sacrifice and to save the country from squander- 
ing wealth she could iM! afford. I leave the 
matter in your hands, hoping you will remember 
my past service to my King and country.

‘SIR FREDERICK BANBURY’S 
POINT OF ORDER. - 


MR, BONAR LAW'S FIRM

SECOND READING PASSED. 

In the House of Cummons yesterday, 

Sir Gordon Hewurt (Attorney-General), in 
moving the second reading of the War 
Emergency Laws (Continuance) Bill; said that 
it dealt with the continuance of’ special Acts 
and regulations passed to deal with the situa- 
tion brought about by the war. He agreed that 
only such legislation and regulations should be 
continued as were found necessary. (Hear, 
hear.) The bill, which was introduced three 
months ago, represented the decisions of a 
Committee, presided: over by Lord) Oave. It 
had been possible to review the conditions cxist- 
ing since the findings of the Committee, and hé 
was glad to say that a eonsidergble part of the 
Lill was no longer considered: hecessary. (Hear, 
hear.) He proposed that the bill, subject to 
important omissions, "should be read a second 
time, and be thereupon referred to a Standing 
Committee on the understanding that if, in the 
course of their deliberations, ‘they found -that 
any other of the regulations now contained in 
the bill could, with safety, be omitted, the Go- 
vernmhent would gladly cotsider their sugye> 
tions. The hill really consisted of two parts— 
first, the statutory enactments; and, secondly, 
the regulations under the Defenee of the Realm 
Act. The enactments were set out in two 
schedules, and it was proposed to extend them 
beyond the date at which, otherwise, they would 
lapse. Certain of them whieh appeared in the 
bill, would not be proceeded with. The reguia- 
tions under D.O.R.A., it was ed, with 
certain exceptions, should. be extended for 4 
certain period, but the period specified was a 
maximum. He proposed, however, to omit a 
considerable number of the regulations now 
contained in the bill, as being no lohger neces- 
sary. He would wish the Standmg Committee 
to explore the case for every one of the regúla- 
tions proposed to be retained. With reference 
to Ireland, he understood that the responsible 
authorities. did not at present see their way to 
discuss the scope of the bill, so far as: it applied 
to Ireland. 

A POINT OF ORDER. 

Sir Frederick Banbury submitted, on a point 
of order, that the bill was out of order, and 
could not be proceeded’ with. He said that, 
according to the title of-the dill, its only object 
was to continue temporarily certam emergency 
enactments and regulations, and to make pro- 
vision with respect to the expiration of 
emergency enactments’ and instructions 
made thereunder. But Olause 3 actually 
repealed*® Magna Charta. Tt. withdrew the 
right of freedom under the Petition of Right, 
under which the subject had always had the 
right of action against the Crown. Such 4% 
vital alteration in a bill of this character 
rendered the bill out of onder. 

The Speaker said that he would like to hear 
the Attorney-General on the point. 

Sir Gordon Hewart said that the only part 
of the schedule to which the sub-section quoted 
‘by Sir Frederick Banbury referred was that 
which dealt with the power to take possession 
of premises for the purposes of the Ministry 
of Pensions or the Ministry of Labour. All that 
the sub-section did was: te point out the mode 
in which compensation was to be assessed in 
cases where the regulations did not make special 
provision to that end, and that was quite within 
the scope of the bill. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that there was no 
indication in the preamble of so, fundamental 
a change in the law. 

The Speaker said that he wae disposed to 
agree with Sir Frederick Banbury. (Cheers.) 
The words contained in Sub-section 4 of Clause 
3:—‘‘ And no persons shall be entitled to any 
other remedy whatsoever, whether’ by Petition 
of Right, action, or other proceedings, im re- 
spect of the exercise of such power, either 
against the Crown or any other person,” did not 
necessarily hang upon the fest of the bill KH 
did not follow that because they were going 
to continue certain provisions, therefore it was 
necessary to take away from the subject alter- 
native rights he now possessed. 

Sir Frederick Banbury—This ‘was taken from 
Magna Charta. 

The Speaker said that he did not think that 
he (Sir Frederick Banbury) was quite right 
in that-—(Caughter)—but he was not very far 
wrong, Although, as the Attorney-General 
pointed out, the power would only be exercived 
in respeet of certain lands and premises which 
the Ministry of Pensions and the Ministty of 
Labour might take, «till the sub-section would 
deprive the subject of the alternative . right 
which he had in order to obtain compensdt:on. 
Therefore, he felt. bound to hold that it did 
not come within the title or seope of the bill. 
He thought that it would be too drastic a 
course to decline to put the second reading of 
the bill. What he would suggest wes, that when 
the bill went to Committee the words he had 
cited should be «truck out, and that the subject 
should be left the alternative right. 


SIR DONALD MACLEAN. 


Sir Donald Maclean said that he thought 
that, in view of the ruling of the Speaker, the 
Government would be well advised to withdraw

the bill and bring in another measure. The 
real reason for the opposition to the mainten- 
ance of what was left in the bill was that it 
gave the right to interfere with the liberty of 
the subject in the development of trade.

REVELATIONS CAUSE A 


SENSATION IN NEW YORK. 

In a despatch to the London Daily Express 
from New York on Monday, Mr. J. W. 1. 
Mason says :— : 

Admiral Sims, in an article in the November 
issue of the World's Work, declarés that, now 
that a delegation representing the Irish Republic 
is touring America asking for American sym 
pathy and money, and ‘attempting to stir up 
hatred in this country sy meng er Allies in the 
war,” it is time to tell how hostile these same 
Irish were to Americans during»the war. . 

Admiral Sims says that during the two years 


the only element showing hostility towards them, 
or even unfriendliness, were the Sinn Feiners, 
and adds :—'' That part of Ireland in which the 
Americans were stationed was the Sinn Fein 
headquarters. Members of this organisation 
were not only disloyal, they were openly _ 
German. They were not even neutral. They 
were working day. and night for a German 
victory. ' In their misguided minds, a German 
victory signified an Irish Republic. It was no 
secret that the Sinn Feiners were: sending. in- 
formation to Germany, and constantly laying 
Plota to interfere with the British and American 
Navies. The behaviour of the American sailors 
was good, but the b's fact that they did not 
openly manifest a haed of Great Britain and 
a love for Gertiany infuriated the Sinn Feiners. 


OVERT ACTS. 

“The American sailors also angered the Sinn 
Feiners, because, with their larger amounts of 
money, they could entertain the Irish more 
lavishly. “When the Sinn Feiners saw their 
sweethearis deserting them for American boys 
their hithert® suppressed anger took 
the form of overt acts. Oceasionally ‘an 
American stilor would be brought from 
Cork to Queenstown in a condition 
demanding pressing medical attention. When 
he regei consciousness he would relate that 
he hed suddanly heen set on by half a dozen 
roughs, and bedten iftto imsensibility. Small 
groups of Americans were stoned, and there 
were also: anti-American demonstrations in 
cinema halla and theatres.” 

Adniiral Sirs also describes how these 
chivalrous pro-German agitators tore the girls 
away from the American sailors, pulling the 

irls’ hair, and and kicking them. ‘‘Tho 

Feiners did everything in their power to 
help Germany,” says Admiral Sims. ‘‘ With 
their assistance German agents and spies landed 
in Treland, and at one time the situation be- 
came so dangerous that we had to take ex- 
perienced officers, whose service could ill be 
spared from our destroyers, and assign them to 
our outlying Irish air stations. This, of course, 
proportionately weakened our fleet, and did its 
par, towards prolonging the war." 

Admiral Sims’ revelations have caused such a 
sensation that the New York World, which has 
long been considered an Irish organ. publishes 
them on its leader page. 
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EXPORT OF IRISH FAT 
STOCK. ; 


RESTRICTED CONSIGNMENTS TO 
GREAT BRITAIN, 


At the present time fat stock is coming for- 
ward to the home markets in Great Britain in 

reater quantities than can be accepted, and it 
se become necessary to restrict the quantity of 
stock accepted. Urgent represefttations have 
been made to the Food Controller that it is un- 
just to impose treatment upon the English 
farmers: which is different from that accorded 
to the farmers in Ireland. The Food Con- 
troller has, therefore, decided to limit the quan- 
tity of fat stock that can be accepted at the 
British ports until further notice in the way 
that the entry of fat stock is being restricted 
at the English markets. At each of the ports 
instructions have been given that on and after 
Sunday next, November 2nd, no stock beyond 
the numbers shown in the following schedule 
shall be accepted per week, until further notice : 

The following are the figures for beasts and 
sheep, respectivély :—Fishguard, 300 beasts, 900 
sheep; Holyhead, 350 and 700: Birkenhead, 
4,760 and 6,800; Manchester (Modewheel), 200 
and 200;-Fleé¢tweod, 60-and 800;*Heysham, 150 
and 150; Silloth, 100 and nil; Glasgow, 1,000 
and 300; Ayr, 50 and nil. 

Any stock constituting a surplus over and 
above these figures will be handed over to the 
consignor or his agent on request, or, failing 
such request, will be sold as stores on account 


| of the consignor, all charges payable being 


debited to the proceeds of sale.

NEGOTIATIONS IN LONDON. 
Important developments occurred yesterday 
afternoon in the railway negotiations in Lon-

“MR. HEALY AND THE COST OF 
SHE FOURTEEN POINTS. 

Last evening the inaugural meeting of the 
session 1919-20 of the Law Students’ Debating 
Society of Ireland was held at the King’s Inns, 
Dublin. There was, as usual, a large attendance 

of the public. 

Lord Justice O'Connor, President of the 
Society, occupied the chair” On the platform 
were:—-The Lord Chancellor, the Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr. D. M. Wilson, Solivitor-General : 
Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C.; Sir Plunket Barton. 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C.: Mr. Gerald Fite- 
gibbon, K.C.: and Sir John William Moore. 


THE PRESIDENT. 

The President said that the last meeting of 
the Society was held in October, 1917, under 
the presidency: of one of their distinguished 
guests that night, Mr. Justice Barton, as he 
was then. Mr. Justice Barton's connection with 
the Society dated from 1880, when, as Auétitor, 
he read a paper on “ Trial by Jury,” a paper 
in which he showed the greates{ possible know- 
ledge of the technique of his profession, which 
atverwards led him into promimence as a 
wheedler of juries. Since the foundation of the 
Society in 1830 it had many Presidents who 
lent distinction to ii, but he veniured to say 
that none of them lent greater distinction and 
f_ignity to its procéedings that Mr. Justice 
Barton. (Hear, hear.) For ten years, since 
1908, Mr. Justice Barton, until his retirement 
from the Bench, had given to the Society very 
active service, under which it waxed strong. 
Mr. Justice Barton was a genileman who 
showed perfect courtesy to ali with whom he 
came into contact, not that mere formal polite- 
ness, but that courtesy that springs from a kindly 
and sympathetic heart. (Hear. heer.) Sir 


Plunket Barton, although he had retired from | 


the Bench, had not retired from public life 
He had interested himself in composing differ- 
endes between employers and employed, and he 
was row engaged in the work of erecting a 
National War Memorial to those who died in 
the war. That was a noble work: but, unless 
his (the President's) vision served him wrong, 
he conld see Sir Planket Barton engaged in an- 
other work-—the work of building Ireland on a 
strong and sure foundation of charity, tolerance, 
and goodwill. (Applanuse.) He could tell their 
distinguished guest that a great number of 
Irishmen bore him good wishes, and that they 
expected much’ from him, and felt that they 
would not be disappointed, For himeelf (the 
President), he felt it a great honour to he 
reckoned even as the least of ihe Presidents of 
ihe Society. (Applause.)

a year. During the war, when almost 
every tradesman got his bonus and every clerk 
received a permanent rise in salary, the pro- 
fessional musician found it difficult to make 
In church matters the verger and 
the organ-blower were remembered, but the 
organist was forgotten. 

The cooparison between the lot of the parson 
and that of the organist is not exact, as many 
orgenists are employed in various commercial 
pursuits, and only engage in organ-playing 
either as a means of supplementing their 1- 
come or as a hobby. But there are others to 
whom the salary attaching to their office is ©! 
very great importance, and when their £40 or 
£50 is, for all practical purposes, reduced by 
half, the position for them is peculiarly grave 
and embarrassing. 

There is, I understand, a new society of 
organists and choitmasters for the Province of 
Leinster, and another for Ulster. The Northern 
society recently forwarded an appeal on behalf 
oí Otganists to the Church authorities 
for a general advance in stipend, and in most 
cases, | am told, this has been granted. Pos- 
sibly the Leinster society is considering this 
matter at present, but I think that, with all 
ihe expenses connected with churches dependent 
on vyoiuntary contributions, it is not likely that 
the claims of the organist will be considered 
unless they are put forward by some such re- 
presentative body as the Leinster Society of

Siez,—I read with muth interest your article 
im your issue of Saturday. We still remember 
the great efforts which were made by the 
Dublin Amateur Operatic Society, under the 
conductorship of Dublin’s old tenor, Mr, Berton 
Mctiuckin. and followed by Michele 
Ksposito. For several years that Society. gave 
very excellent performances of many of the 
grand operas in our principal theatres, at, I 
believe, a loss of from £300 to £500 per annum 
which loss was made good by the generous 
donations of Sir Stanley Cochrane. You say 
“ Dublin wants music.” May 1 anewer that by 
saying that this Society, after some years of 
giving firet-clase performances, supported by an 
only Covent Gaueden, at 
great financial loss, asked the qiestion, ' Did 
Dublin want music?” and stated that, unless 
they got guarantees from subscribers for their 
performances, they could not carry on” I 
believe that they made every effort to achieve 
this, but absolutely failed to receive any sup- 
port, and even their miscellaneous concerté, 
held to try to get funds, received very meagre 
support. lt may also be remembered that 
when a Dublin committee organised a gokien 
jubilee complimentary concert at the Theatre 
Royal to, Mr. Barton McGuckin it did not re- 
ceive anything like the support that one would 
have expected. 

About that time I talked these facts over 
with Mr. Quinlan, and also with Mir. Philhps, 
and they were both inclined to agree with me 
that Dublin audiences will not support local 
tulent—-or, indeed, English artiste—eacept when 
long intervals occur between the dates of per- 
formances. Music is, unfortunately, abdut. the 
last platform left on which all shades of 
thought can meet, and it seems a deplorable 
pity that even yet an effort cannot be made to 
retain it. No doubt, it is true that the public
